COURSES OF LECTURES 
Museum Course 

The Development of A rtistic Insight. Saturdays 
at 1 0.30. Ten lectures, beginning October 8. 
Fee, $5. Miss Alicia M. Keyes, Lecturer at the 
Museum. 

The aim of this course is to increase the power 
of seeing a few works of art in the Museum, 
special attention being given to artistic quality. 
As the class is limited to twenty-five, early 
application should be made. 

Museum School Courses 

In connection with the work of the School of the 
Museum the following courses of lectures will be 
given in the Museum. While they are intended 
for regular students in the School, they will not be 
too technical to benefit others who are interested 
in the subjects presented. 

Artistic Anatomy. Tuesdays and Fridays. 
Twenty -four lectures, beginning October 7. Fee, 
$15. Mr. Philip L. Hale. 

The History of Design. The History of 
Sculpture and Painting. Two courses of thirty 
lectures each, beginning shortly after the opening 
of the school year, October 3. Fee, $10 for 
each course. Mr. Henry Hunt Clark. 

Simmons College Course 

The following course, under the auspices of 
Simmons College, will be given at the Museum 
and be open to all who obtain the consent of 
the instructor. Fee, $20.

WEDNESDAY CONFERENCES 

During the coming winter the heads of De- 
partments at the Museum propose to reserve 
Wednesday afternoons from 2.30 to 4.30 for con- 
ference with visitors upon topics relating to the 
cultural sources of the Museum collections. The 
conferences are planned as informal meetings 
aiming to help the participants, otherwise than by 
stated instruction, toward an understanding of the 
exhibits of the Museum.

OCCASIONAL LECTURES 

The Museum expects to continue to offer the 
Boston public the opportunity of hearing lectures 
by eminent specialists, temporarily in the city, on 
subjects connected with the branches of art repre- 
sented here. These occasional lectures will be duly 
announced in the press and by special notices to 
institutions and others interested. 

DOCENT SERVICE 

Week Days. Visitors desiring to see the 
Museum, or any department or exhibit, in the 
company of a representative of the Museum as 
Docent, are invited to write for an appointment to 
Miss Wheeler, Assistant in Instruction. Applica- 
tion may also be made in person at the office of 
the Administration, when a Docent will be pro- 
vided if one of the Staff is available for the duty 
at the time. The service is free to all. 

Collections of art like those of the Museum 
are of the greatest value in vitalizing historical 
study. The Museum cordially invites teachers to 
bring their classes to the Museum and to ask for 
the attendance of a Docent. Appointments for 
Docent service may be made either singly or in 
series, and for groups of any size up to twenty-five 
persons. 

Sunday Talks. On every Sunday afternoon 
from October to May invited speakers or members 
of the Museum Staff will give talks in the galleries 
or the lecture hall at 3 and 4 P. M. The talks 
generally occupy three-quarters of an hour, and 
the gallery in which a talk is in progress is barred 
meanwhile to the passage of other visitors. Seats 
are provided. The subjects and the speakers are 
announced in the Fine Arts column of the Saturday 
and Sunday papers, on the bulletin board at the 
Huntington Avenue entrance to the Museum, and 
in special notices which will be sent to any address 
upon request. 

Guidance of Small Groups (Sundays in Decem- 
ber). Visitors desiring to see the Picture Galleries of 
the Museum under the leadership of a Docent and 
in company with a few other persons are invited to 
meet at the Huntington Avenue entrance to the 
Museum at 2.30 and 3.30 P.M. on any Sunday 
in December. The groups will be limited to the 
first six applicants, and the visits to one hour. 
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CLASSES FOR YOUNG PEOPLE IN DRAWING AS AN 
AID TO SEEING 

The following courses of instruction in drawing 
from objects in the collections are offered to 
young people. The purpose of the instruction is 
the development of visual capacity as the founda- 
tion of artistic insight. 

The courses are held both in the galleries and 
in the class rooms of the Museum. For the 
younger children materials and apparatus are sup- 
plied by the Museum. The instructors are Miss 
Alice J. Morse, Miss Jeannette Greenberg and 
Miss Edith Rudin. 

Winter Courses from October to May inclusive, 
with an intermission during the holiday season. 

For pupils over fourteen years of age. Saturday, 
from 1 to 1 , beginning October 8. Fee, $2.00 
for each of two terms of four months. Miss Morse. 

For pupils under fourteen years of age, Saturday 
morning, from 10 to 12, beginning Saturday, 
October 8. Fee, $ 1 .00. Miss Greenberg. 

Sunday afternoon, from 1 to 4, beginning Sun- 
day, October 9. Fee, $ 1 .00. Miss Greenberg 
and Miss Rudin. 

Summer Courses from June to August inclusive. 

For pupils under fourteen years of age. Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday mornings, from 1 to 12. 
Fee, $ 1 .00. Miss Greenberg. 

For admission to these classes apply to Miss 
Wheeler, Assistant in Instruction, Office of the 
Administration at the Museum. 

MEETINGS WITH GROUPS 

Clubs and other groups are invited to make 
appointments or series of appointments for in- 
formal conferences or illustrated lectures by officers 
of the Museum on subjects connected with the 
branches of art represented in the collections. 

The Museum makes no charge for appointments 
in the building, but suggests that the participants 
contribute, if they so desire, toward the general 
educational funds of the institution. An honorarium 
of $25 accompanies each appointment elsewhere, 
together with the expenses of meeting it. 

PRIVATE INSTRUCTION 

The use of the Museum class rooms and 
lecture halls is open to any persons or organizations 
desiring to illustrate single lectures or courses of 
instruction by the collections. Credentials satis- 
factory to the Museum must be furnished and the 
form of any public announcement approved. 

The use of the room is free. If the lantern is 
used an operator is furnished and a charge of $2.00 
for each occasion is made. The Museum assumes 
no responsibility for this instruction. 

LIBRARY AND PHOTOGRAPH COLLECTION 

The Library and the Photograph Collection of 
the Museum (over the Huntington Avenue en- 
trance) are open to use by all visitors. They are 
restricted to books and photographs relating to the 



Fine Arts and mainly to the branches of art repre- 
sented in the Museum collections. 

DEPARTMENT ROOMS 
The study rooms of the Departments of Chinese 
and Japanese Art, Classical Art, Prints, Western 
(European) Art, and Textiles (on the ground floor) 
are open to use by all who desire to pursue studies 
in these branches of art under the guidance of 
officers of the Museum and with the aid of the 
Museum collections.

Dr. George A. Reisner reached Boston from 
Egypt during September. Dr. Reisner returns in 
order to lecture at Harvard during the first half- 
year, ending January, 1922, and to oversee the 
installation at the Museum of objects recently 
found by the Expedition under his charge. In his 
absence the work in Egypt continues under the 
direction of Mr. Dows Dunham, Assistant Curator. 
Mr. Dunham will resume work in the Royal 
Cemetery of Meroe at Kabushiyah. 

Mr. Henry Preston Rossiter has resigned 
his position at the Museum to accept the Curatorship 
of Prints at the National Gallery of Canada in 
Ottawa. Mr. Rossiter was appointed on March 6, 
1919. The Department of Prints is a new 
department of the National Gallery and begins 
with generous support from the institution. Mr. 
Rossiter's absence will be much felt at the Museum, 
and the progress of the collection under his guidance 
will be followed with interest and anticipation here.
